James  Kelly  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  recently 
announced  he  has  been  consigned  to  sell 
the  J.V.  McDermott  liberty  nickel  at  the 
coming  A.N.A.  convention.  The  show  will 
be  held  in  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  August 
8-12. 

GOVERNMENT  CUTS  SILVER  SALES 
The  government  will  no  longer  sell  sil- 
ver to  anyone  but  domestic  concerns 
using  silver  in  their  business* At  the 
same  time  it  was  announced  that  the 
treasury  intends  to  use  the  powers  given 
it  by  the  Coinage  Act  of  1965.  This  act 
gives  the  Sec.  of  Treasury  authority  to 
prohibit  or  regulate  the  melting,  treat- 
ment or  export  of  any  U.S.  silver  coins. 
All  of  the  "collectors"  who  have  bee  n 
hoarding  silver  coins  may  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  legally  make  much  profit  on  them. 
And  to  think  the  same  amount  of  money 
invested  in  the  bank  would  have  doubled 

in  value  in  about  15  years  and  been 

legal  too.  This  silver  problem  is  more 
than  5 years  old.  Will  the  price  of 
silver  really  double  in  the  next  ten 
years?  And  will  bootleg  melting  opera- 
tions give  full  value  to  the  hoarders 
even  if  silver  does  go  up?  Seems  like 
the  savings  account  could  turn  out  to  be 
a far  better  investment  after  all.  (and 
it’s  legal  too.  To  violate  the  Coin  Act 
of  1965  can  bring  a fine  of  $10,000  or  5 
years  in  prison,  or  both.) 

* * * 

A total  of  718,935,000  cents  have  been 
struck  the  first  four  months  of  this  year. 


The  Treasury  Department  will  not  issue 
import  permits  for  South  African  proof 
sets  containing  the  gold  coins  because 
the  gold  coins  do  not  have  "exceptional 
numismatic  value."  This  is  a profound 
discovery  by  the  Department  because  the 
past  14  years  collectors  have  enjoyed 
collecting  these  sets.  Perhaps  more 
profound,  because  all  current  gold  coins 
will  probably  be  denied  import  to  our 
"most  free  of  all  the  nations."

Reports 
are  that  these  sets  are  of  a signifi- 
cantly better  quality  than  were  those  of 
1965  and  1966.

These 
gentlemen  met  with  Senator  Proxmire  in 
Washington  and  appeared  before  the  Senate 
Banking  & Currency  Committee  in  support 
of  re-establishing  mint  marks  on  our 
coinage.  Sen.  Proxmire  is  chairman  of 
the  Senate  Banking  & Currency  Committee's 
Subcommittee  on  financial  institutions. 

NEW  BILL  INTRODUCED 

Sen.  Wm.  Proxmire  has  introduced  a bill 
which  will  allow  the  mint  to  adjust  its 
coin  production  quickly  without  asking 
Congress  for  more  money.  In  the  past 
requests  for  funds  have  died  with  an 
adjourning  congress  dispite  the  fact 
that  the  needed  funds  were  approved.  The 
Proxmire  bill  proposes  that  Mint  opera  - 
tions  be  financed  from  an  operating  fund 
derived  from  coinage  revenues  and  other 
sources.  All  expenditures  of  the  Mint 
would  be  paid  from  this  fund. 

PRICE  OF  SILVER  GOES  UP 

Although  the  price  of  silver  from  the 
government  remains  at  $1.29  an  ounce, 
the  price  of  silver  futures  on  the  New 
York  markets  now  $1.3935  an  ounce.  This 
is  a record  high  quotation. 

KEEP  YOUR  GOLD  AT  HOME 

Visitors  to  Canada  EXPO  68  are  warned 
that  both  gold  coins  and  gold  coin  jew- 
elry worn  into  or  out  of  Canada  are  il- 
legal. Leave  your  gold  coin  jewelry  at 
home  and  don't  buy  any  in  Canada.

PAST  PRESIDENT  KRAUSE  TALKS 
The  annual  banquet  of  the  Fond  du  Lac 
Coin  Club  was  held  recently  at  Petrie's 
Restaurant  in  Fond  du  Lac.  Principal 
speaker  was  Chester  Krause,  Iola,  publi- 
sher of  Numismatic  News. 

Krause,  who  was  appointed  by  President 
John  F.  Kennedy  to  the  1961  Assay  Com- 
mission in  Washington,  D.C.,  looked  on 
1967  as  "a  great  year  for  us  as  coin 
collectors — it's  a return  to  normalcy  . " 
He  said  the  year  marked  the  return  to 
normal  dating  of  coins. 

Krause  urged  support  of  a bill  now  in 
Congress  which  would  "restore  mint  marks 
to  our  nation's  coins,"  because  "it's  a 
sacrilege  to  pick  up  a coin  and  find  no 
Philadelphia  mint  mark."  He  indicated 
that  Miss  Eva  Adams,  director  of  the 
mint,  "is  very  sympathetic  to  our  cause." 

The  guest  speaker  said  a movement  is 
under  way  to  celebrate  the  nation's  200 
anniversary  in  1976  with  commemorative 
money. 

He  advocated  that  "the  four  great  Am- 
ericans on  Mt.  Rushmore"  be  pictured  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  dollar  bill, 
commenting:  "Our  dollar  bill  buys  just 

as  much  if  it  has  a big  one  on  the  back 
or  a picture  of  Mt.  Rushmore. ...  70%  of 
all  our  currency  issued  is  of  one  dollar 
denomination. .. I hate  to  see  a beautiful 
billboard  like  a one  dollar  bill  go  to 
waste  when  we  could  have  a bit  of  Ameri- 
cana on  it."

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MILWAUKEE  MAN  GIVES  MEDALS  TO  CLUB 
Shown  above  are  full-sized  photos  of  the 
presidential  medals.  Astride  Pegasus  is 
a muse  symbolic  of  poetic  beauty.  She 
holds  a katanga  cross,  an  ancient  Afri- 
can form  of  money  showing  that  numisma- 
tic strives  forward  and  upward.  The  re- 
verse bears  an  oak  and  laurel  wreath, 
which  represents  leadership  and  achieve- 
ment . 

The  presidential  medals,  given  to  the 
past  presidents  of  the  Milwaukee  Numi s - 
matic  Society  are  struck  in  sterling 
(925  fine  silver)  from  dies  with  sand- 
blasted relief  and  highly  polished  back- 
ground to  maintain  the  high  surface 
texture  contrast  of  the  19th  century 
proof  coins.  They  are  the  effort  of  Gale 
Highsmith,  president  of  the  club. 

About  two  years  of  work  and  many  disap- 
pointing experiences  were  associate  d 
with  the  design  and  manufacture  of  the 
medals.  A search  of  the  U.S.  turned  up 
only  two  engravers  willing  to  attempt 
the  job.  All  those  initially  contract- 
ing to  do  the  job  found  it  was  much  more 
involved  than  anticipated.  All  dies 
were  made  at  least  twice  and  the  obverse 


die  was  re-worked  many  times  to  obtain 
the  desired  effect. 


It  was  found  that  14  strikings  at  300,000 
pounds  pressure  with  intermediate  anneal- 
ings failed  to  bring  up  the  high  relief 
from  the  flat  blank.  Several  strikings 
at  600,000  pounds  failed  to  do  the  trick. 
Higher  pressures  broke  the  die.  Finally 
when  the  striking  was  solved,  microscop- 
ic imperfections  in  the  surface  of  the 
blanks  stood  out  like  sore  thumbs  on  the 
finished  proof  surface. 

Gale,  who  had  no  previous  experience, 
ended  up  doing  most  of  the  work  himself. 
He  finished  the  dies  by  hand,  machined 
the  surface  of  the  blanks  and  operated 
the  hydrolic  press  during  the  many  strik- 
ings. The  end  result  is  truely  magnifi- 
cent. 

Lucky  recipients  of  these  medals  were 
Hubert  Polzer,  Harry  Collura,  Martin 
Zavis,  Gale  Highsmith,  Ted  Neitzke  , 
Leonard  McQuinn,  Chas.  Mayer,  Robt.  Kel- 
lner, Chas.  Heller,  Chas.  Opitz,  Walter 
Boeyer  and  Erwin  Gerber. 

Gale's  next  effort  will  be  a medal  com- 
memorating the  400th  meeting  of  the  Mil- 
waukee Numismatic  Society.
